cighteen millions in taxes, or four and one-
Lhird per cent, on their entire oapital, This
trencherons statement, utterly nnworthy of a
mar of Garfleld's oharacior, was only half
parried by Mr. Kerr's apt qtotation from the
same returns, to the effect that after paying
thene taxes and rich dividends besides, the
banks had nevertheless accumulated a snr-
plus of over one hundred and thirty millions
of dollars, or nearly thirty per cent. on their
entire capital. Telling as this rejoinder was
in exposing the merits of the plea, it does not
refute the virtual misstatement conveyed by
Mr. Garfleld's es. The true auswer o it
14 Uhat three-fifths of this sum paid in taxes by
the banks is levied on thair doﬁloam, and has
nothing whatever to do with their onrrency
privileges, but is levied in the sams way npon
all private bankers and chartered Btate banks,
who have no ourrency privileges of any kind.
It is time that bonest wen should cease using
arguments that are virtually mere tricks, The
payment of this tax on deposits does not
entitle the national banks to suy more ocon-
sideration than is acoorded to every private
banker, or to every other citizen who pays
the taxes levied upon his business, It has no
more to do with the baunks, a4 issuers of
currency, than the tax paid by a bank presi-
dent on bis private income, The argnmoent
wonld be precisely as strong if Mesurs, Mor-
rell, jGriswold, and other semer paten.
tees were to plead the p:f'mant of their State
taxes na a justifioation of the infamons tax
of two or three millions of dollars which the
steel-rail tariff enables them to levy uzon all
the railroads in the country. If the currency
privilege, which oconstitutes the great mono-
poly of the natiomal banks, were removed Lo-
m w the banks would still have to pay the
bulk of these iaxss on their ordinary business
a5 bankers.

The advoontes of the banks have repsatedly
arguod that the Trens would not receive
these taxes from the ba if their currenoy
privileges ware withdrawn, for many of them
would out of business, becanse without
the profits of their circulstion they conld not
live. The snswer to that ia that tive tax

would not be wanted atall if the currency |

rivilege were withdrawn from the banks,
or it would savé the oconutry fwenty mil-
lions of dollars whieh the people now pay
a5 @ subsidy to the banks, which is
the most wicked, inexcvsable waste, and
a sheer robbery of the people. Further-
more, if any banks really ocapnot exist
without the profita on their m:rren‘-{'
it is high timé that they should ocease to
exist, for & more preposterous ides than this,
that the whole ecountry shoold be taxed
twenty millions per anoum {o support half a
dezen banks in one-horse country towns who
have not legitimate business enough to sup
port the ves, surely never was heard of,
And it is utterly false that any large number
of banks would cease to be profitabls. On
the contrary, many honestly-mansged oom-
oerns, which became eonverted inte national
banks under the pressore of the war times,
are utterly disgusted with the corruption, and
the fraud, and the dishonest monopoly en-
gendered by fhe wsystem, refuse to avail
themselves of their currency privileges, snd
would be only too glad to see the whole
system nwe!:! away. Agsin, when undnr the
old mot the privilege to issue ourrenoy
{(limited to three hundred millicns of dollars)
wins  exhamsied, national banks oon.
tinned to be organized without ourrency
priviloges; and there is to.day soarosly a town
of five thousand inhabitunts in the United
States where there are not ons, two, or thres
private bankers besides, doing business right
alongside of national bapks, s-nng tha sawme
buginess that the national banks are doing,

reoviving deposits, msking ocollections, dis- |

oounting notes, paying taxes lo the Govern-
ment, and making money, too, though withont
8 dollar of the snbsidy of tweaty millions
whioh is now wrung from the people for the
benefit of the national banks, There I8 no
foundation for the pretense that the Treasary
would nol receive the same amount in taxes
on the deporitsa of the banks (which consti-
tute the bulk of the whole tax)if a fow na-
tional banks went out of exiatence; for there
wonld not be ome dollar less to deposit, ox-
copt perhaps the extra profit realized from
the subsidy, if there never bad baen & single
one of thema heard of. The only difference
would be that the deposils would be mads in
the hands of private bankers, who would
bave less ml'ily buildings, would employ
fewer fancy onshiers, devote less time to poli.
tics, and incur less risk by lending money
and doing other favors to political haoks on
whose influence the permanence of their pre
sent profits is sapposed Lo depend.

Aftsr the discussion in the House on Fri-
day, Mr. Holwan's swendment making the
banks bear the expense of the reimsne of
national bauk notes was carried by & majority
of 108 to 70. But when, next day, the vote
was taken on the main question a8 amended
the reissne ilself was rejeoted by a majority
of one—86 forand 87 against. It is notice-

It will take the respectable members of this
community some little time to realize how
completely the legislation of the last few
days at Albany has deprived them of every
veatige of the rights of freemnen. ‘‘“We have
our votes at least,” say the simple souls who
have not fathomed the mystery of the iniqui.
ties of the ring. But of what nsa are votes
when there is a mnew Election law, jost
signed, expreasly framed to make repeatin
easy, and place fraudalent eounting beyon
the possibility of ontside interference—when
there is a Registry law which abolishes
the interval beiween the closing of the
booka of registration and the opening of
the election, and which, by allowing any man
to swear in his vote, although not regis-
tered, removes the last slender barrier we
posses t wholesale frauds? Vet
even with this firm basia ofoi;owar, the ring
are not content, It was barely possible that
even a popular election, so regulated, might
be a little capricious. Even Demoeratic pri-
maries have their periods of insubordination,
and so the process of po disfranchise-
ment has been oarried further. Any officials
whose permanence is of the slightest oonse-
gquence to the ring, are in futare to be ap-
pointed, not elected, First, there is the
Controllor of “alippery" reputation aod mar-
vellous power of cooking the records of
stupendous  swindles; lie new charter
of April last did not seck to deprive the
people of their share in his appointment.
I'he amendments whiesh have just passed
the Logislsture make him a nomines of
